The existing neighborhood contains a 
variety of large houses of "traditional" 
design located on lots of Y2 to *^ acres. 

It was desired by the Owner that the 
house be reasonably compatible with 
the existing residences in its treatment 
of mass and proportion, and that it give 
a general impression of continuity with 
the established neighborhood vocabu- 
lary of form. 

Also, the owner desired a house with 
a rich special character inside; a house 
that would provide visual excitement in 
both winter and summer. 

The generating idea of the house is 
that of a traditional Kentucky bungalow 
with the inside carved out, and opened 
up to the vertical movement of space. 
Interior areas are organized around the 


living room, entry garden and skylighted 
central stair. It is necessary to pass 
through and experience these spaces in 
order to circulate anywhere within the 
house. 

The physical program required shelter- 
ing a wide variety of activities including 
instrumental music, ceramics, painting, 
woodworking, drafting, weaving, model 
building, indoor gardening and billiards, 
in addition to the normal housekeeping 
activities of a family with three small 
children. 

Children's bedrooms are located on 
the first floor for convenience of both 
mother and children; the second floor 
area being primarily an adult's retreat. 
Noisy and dirty activities are confined 
to the basement.

Hugh Poland Hall provides housing for 
438 male students, in a nine-story struc- 
ture which contains 83,000 square feet. 
There are 26 rooms on each of the upper 
eight floors. The ground floor has 11 
rooms in addition to two apartments, 
administration areas, lounge, mail room 
and other necessary support facilities. 

The site for this project is at the 
south edge of the campus where both 
residence halls, academic buildings and 
open space are neighbors. The one com- 
mon denominator of these buildings is 
brick. Thus, a simple statement in brick 
allowed a friendly relationship with 
nearby structures and at the same time, 
by articulation and detail, created its own 
personality. 

The height and typical floor area were 
directly related to the heights of the ad- 
joining structures, to economy in con- 
struction and to the optimum number 
of rooms that could be administered 
per floor.

The location of the existing buildings and 
the topography of the site dictated the 
placement of the new building. Full ad- 
vantage of the sloping site was achieved 
in the new building by opening each 
floor but the top, to the grade. The 
building program required complete 
separation of the boys from the girls, who 
range in ages from 4 to 13. This was 
accomplished by placing the elevator 
within the administrative section be- 
tween the boys’ and girls’ wings. The 
wings are divided into two age groups, 
each having its own apartment. The 
apartments achieve a home-like intimacy 
by including private living, dining, bath, 
and study facilities, and separate storage 
for each child. A resident group mother 
supervises each apartment. Only evening 
meals are prepared in a central kitchen 
and transported to the apartments and 
the Refectory on carts. Schools are at- 
tended via school buses, which are 
boarded at the rear of the boys’ wing.

Scheduled for completion in July, 1970, 
the additional 54. apartments, designed 
specifically for married couples, will 
alleviate temporarily housing problems 
confronting the University today. It was 
recommended by the University that 
these additional apartments be one-bed- 
room units, and similar in layout and 
facility to those presently on campus. 

Provisions were made in the site de- 
sign to minimize both ground coverage 
and maintenance and service necessary 
for operation of the project. Provisions 
were likewise made to provide for fu- 
ture development of additional married 
student housing facilities immediately 
adjacent to this project. 

The project consists of a three-story 
masonry bearing wall structure. With 18 


per floor the apartments are arranged 
back-to-back, sharing a common me- 
chanical chase. 

A service facility containing the cen- 
tral heating plant and laundry is at- 
tached to the west end of the building. 
The laundry will service all similar 
housing facilities in the area.

This recently finished dormitory рго- 
vides living facilities for approximately 
330 girls as well as permanent quarters 
for the dormitory mother. It is located 
at the north end of the campus and com- 
pletes a semi-circular complex of seven 
dormitories centered around а large 
dining facility. 

This nine story building contains ap- 
proximately 77,000 square feet of en- 
closed space with the main floor con- 
taining a large lobby space and reception 
desk, mail room, serving area for teas 
and entertaining quarters for visiting 
parents, meeting and conference rooms, 
living quarters for the dormitory mother 
and a large private lounge and vending 
area for the girls only. The second 
through the eighth floors contain the 
two bedroom living and sleeping areas 
for the girls as well as the study lounges, 
laundries, etc. The penthouse is com- 
posed chiefly of mechanical equipment 
space, allowing for a large sun deck 
around the perimenter. 

The building is entirely air-conditioned 
and the majority of the spaces are car- 
peted to reduce noise. Interior walls are 
plaster on metal lath and finished with 
vinyl wall covering or wood paneling.

Morehead State University

Recent rapid growth of Morehead State 
University combined with a lack of suit- 
able living facilities for married students 
within the city of Morehead created a 
need for on-campus housing perhaps 
exceeding that of any comparable insti- 
tution in Kentucky. This facility for mar- 
ried student housing was constructed on 
a narrow strip of land bordering the 
eastern extremity of the campus which 
dictated a single loaded corridor ap- 
proach to circulation within the build- 
ing. The five story building has forty 
apartments on four levels with vertical 
circulation at each end. Service areas 
are located on the ground floor level at 
the south end of the building. The apart- 
ments include a living room, kitchen- 
dining area, corridor with built-in study

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desk and shelving, and sleeping and 
bath area arranged front to rear. Struc- 
turally, the building consists of rein- 
forced concrete flat slabs supported on 
load bearing masonry walls. Exterior 
walls are brick with concrete block 
back-up and precast concrete panels en- 
closing the loggia. Baseboard hot water 
convectors provide heating for the apart- 
ment units. Future development of ad- 
ditional housing is planned north of this 
facility.

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Occupying a prime site in the East 
Downtown Renewal area, Dosker Manor 
is the first project of its type in Louis- 
ville and is Kentucky's first high-rise 
public housing for the elderly. The site 
is adjacent to the rapidly expanding 
Louisville Medical Center Complex and 
within two blocks of the city's major 
Farm and Produce Market. Residents 
can easily walk to all supporting facilities. 

The award-winning building, a con- 
crete flat plate structure with 304 one- 
bedroom and efficiency apartments on 
13 floors (plus a basement), has a total 
area of 211,337 square feet. The angled 
position of the building in relation to 
the street and the careful landscaping 
of the site provides an inviting court for 
the residents, an environment quite dif- 
ferent from the usual rigid block pattern 
of public housing. 

Apartments are reached by exterior 
galleries from a central elevator core. 
The galleries, which serve as front 
porches as well as the major means of 
circulation, were conceived as sidewalks 
in the air to promote a "neighborhood" 
sense of community. This concept has 
inherent safety features for the elderly, 
since residents are more aware of one 
another and of the welfare of those in 
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their neighborhood". As an extra pre- 
caution, an alarm light is installed out- 
side of each apartment, which, if lighted, 
would immediately be spotted by other 
residents, or by the manager, who is 
able to scan the entire building at a 
glance and frequently takes spot checks. 

To bring residents into a mainstream 
of community activity, the Housing Com- 
mission joined with "Senior House", a 
city-wide organization for the elderly, 
in sponsoring a great variety of activities. 
A meeting room and special activities 
rooms on the first floor were provided 
to accommodate these functions. The 
joint venture of the Commission and 
Senior House has virtually eliminated 
the "project" connotation so frequently 
applied to public housing. 

This project has demonstrated that a 
very successful urban living environment 
for the elderly can be achieved in the 
heart of a major city. The response of 
the residents has been overwhelmingly 
in accord with the design and function 
of building and site development. 

Phase Il of Dosker Manor, a 200-apart- 
ment high-rise, was completed in June 
of this year. Phase III is presently in the 
preliminary stage; it will contain 192 
apartments, plus office space, when con- 
struction is completed in 1971.

This co-ed dormitory, the latest addi- 
tion to the campus, is located adjacent 
to the existing dormitory and southeast 
of the academic and union buildings. 

Scheduled for completion in Septem- 
ber, 1969, the 31,000 sq. ft. building pro- 
vides double occupancy rooms for 138 
students plus apartments for a manager 
and two priests. Men students occupy 
the ground floor; women students the 
upper two floors. Secondary spaces т- 
clude a formal lounge, a recreation 
lounge and laundry facilities. 

Interior walls are brick and block; 
ceiling, exposed concrete; floors, car- 
peted. Hot and chilled water are pro- 
vided from a central heating plant. 

Exterior brick walls, terne metal fas- 
cias, and counteracting shed roofs re- 
flect and complement the design of 
existing campus buildings.
